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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Wode does not show the 
bead and the collar as claimed. Reviewing Applicant's specification and drawings shows no details of a bead. The Examiner has 
interpreted portion 10 of Applicant's bellows as a bead. Although portion 10 has a round cross section while Wode's portion 1 has a 
rectangular cross section, the two portions serve the same purpose. Therefore, it is concluded that Wode's portion 1 is equivalent to 
Applicant's portion 1 0. Applicant further argues that element 7 and 8 of Wode is not loaded against the cylinder. The Examiner maintains 
that element 7 and 8 are loaded against the cylinder since portion 7 is loaded in the horizontal direction similar to Applicant's portion 12. . 
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
